and to the ecclesiastical incumbent of the parish, that orders and directions 
of the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief governor or governors of Ireland, 
have been given for holding such vestry in any such parish, for the

And be it further Enacted, That the ecclesiastical incumbent of every 
such parish, shall, within Fourteen days next after the date of such notice 
or information to him as aforesaid, prepare and deliver to the church- 
wardens of such parish, a list or ‘lists of the names of not less than 
Fifteen and not more than Twenty persons having 'been charged with, , ~ 
and having paid or yielded the highest and greatest amount of Tithes, 
or any payment or composition in lieu of Tithes within such parish, to 
the incumbent of such parish, within the last preceding year or within 
the last preceding year but one, ending on the First day of November; 
and every such list or return shall be signed by such incumbent, 20 
according to the form in the Schedule (A.) to this Act -annexed ; and if 
it shall happen that any such incumbent shall not be entitled to or in the 
receipt of any rectorial or vicarial Tithes within any suoh parish in such 
year, such incumbent shall make a return stating the fact. 

And be it further Enacted, That after the receipt by die church- 25 
wardens of any parish, of any and every such list or return as afore- 
said, containing the names of such persons chained with and having 
paid such Tithes as aforesaid, such churchwardens shall, upon the 
Sunday next after the receipt of such lists or returns, affix or cause 
to be affixed on the principal outer door of the church of such parish, 
or if there shall not be any church in such parish, then upon the 3 ° 
principal outer door of every known place of religious worship within 
such parish, a copy of every such list or return, there to remain 
so affixed for Two successive Sundays next after the receipt of every 
such list or return by such churchwardens; and in case any such 35 
copy of any such list or return shall be removed from the door of such 
church or place of worship, or shall be destroyed or defaced at anv time 
before the expiration of the last of the said Two successive Sundays, 
such churchwardens shall from time to time affix, or cause to be affixed’ 
a new copy of such list or return on the door of such church or place 40 
of worship. r ^ 

And be it further Enacted, That if any person who shall during the pre- 
ceding year, ending as aforesaid, have been charged with and paid Tithes, or 
any payment or composition in lieu of Tithes, within any such parish ’ to 
the incumbent of such parish, shall think himself or herself aggrieved’ by 45 
the omission of his or her name from any such list, or by any error or 

mistake 
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mistake in the amount of such Tithes, stated in any such list to be t 
chargeable on or payable by such person, it shall and may be lawful I 
for any such person, within the space of Ten days next after the second r 
Sunday on which any such list shall have been affixed to the door of v 
5 such church or other place of worship as aforesaid, to apply to any Two \ 
justices of the peace in and for the county or place in which such parish * 
shall be situate, to have his Or her name added to such list, or to have the t 
error or mistake in the amount of such Tithes payable by such person j 
rectified ; and on producing to such justices a receipt or receipts from the 
10 incumbent, given to such person so complaining, for Tithes paid for 
such preceding year ending as aforesaid, to such amount as hereafter 
mentioned, or upon evidence on the oath of any credible witness or 
witnesses (which oath such justices are hereby empowered and required 
to administer) that the amount of such Tithes paid or yielded by such com- 
1 5 plainant within such year, was equal to, or exceeded the amount of Tithes 
paid by the person or persons whose name or names shall be contained 
in such list, as having paid the highest amount of Tithes to such incum- 
bent, it shall be lawful for such justices to direct, by order under their hands 
to the churchwardens of the said parish, that the name of such complainant 
20 and the sum payable by him, shall be added to any such list; or that the 
amount of such Tithes payable by such person so complaining, shall be 
Corrected and truly stated in any such list, as the case may require; and 
the name of such person, or the amount of such Tithes, shall be added 
to or inserted in such list or return, by such churchwardens accordingly.

after mentioned. 
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And be it further Enacted, That after such lists or returns respec- 
tively shall have been transmitted as aforesaid, to the churchwardens of 
i any such parish, public notice shall be given by such churchwardens, in 
the usual manner of notices given for holding vestries in such parish, that 
f a special vestry, to consist only of persons whose names shall appear in or 5 
, be added to such lists, under the provisions of this Act, will be holden in 
and for such parish, pursuant to this Act, on some day to be named in 
such notice, not being less than Three weeks, nor more than Six 
weeks distant from the Sunday on which any such list or return shall have 
been first affixed on the door of the church, or other place or places of 1 o 
public worship in such parish, pursuant to this Act, and such special 
vestry, consisting of such persons only as aforesaid, shall be holden, and 
shall meet accordingly on the day mentioned in such notice. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That in cases where there shall 
not be any churchwarden in any parish, it shall and may be lawful for j 5 
- ^e ecclesiastical incumbent, or in cases where it shall happen that no 
Tithes are payable to the ecclesiastical incumbent of any parish, it shall 
be lawful for any impropriator, or other person or persons entitled to 
. any Tithes, or portion of Tithes in such parish, or for any Three or 
more persons charged with and having paid Tithes within such parish, 20 
to the amount or value of Three pounds each, or more, for the pre- 
ceding year, ending on the First day of November, to apply to the chief 
secretary of the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief governor or governors of 
Ireland, for leave to assemble a special vestry in such parish, for the 
purposes of this Act ; and upon the consent of the Lord Lieutenant, or 25 
other chief governor or governors of Ireland for the time being, signified 
to such persons by the chief secretary, it shall be lawful for such 
incumbent or impropriator, or Three such persons, by a notice, signed 
with his or their names, to require the attendance of all persons who shall 
have been charged with and paid Tithes within such parish, to the 30 
amount or value of Three pounds each, or upwards, for such preceding 
year, to such incumbent, impropriator, or other person, at a special 
vestry to be holden for the purposes of this Act, on some day not less 
than ten days, nor more than fourteen days distant from the date of such 
notice ; and such notice so signed shall be affixed to the principal outer 
door of the church of such parish ; or if there shall be no church in 
such parish, on the principal outer door of every other place of public 
worship in such parish ; and it shall be lawful for all persons within 
such parish, who shall have been charged to and shall have paid Tithes 
within such parish, to the amount or value of Three pounds each, or 40 
upwards, but for no other person whatever (other than the ecclesiastical 
incumbent and the churchwardens, if any, of such parish) to attend at 
such vestry ; and every person claiming a right to attend at such vestry 
shall bring vvith him, and shall produce to some one of the persons by 
whom such notice for the calling such vestry shall have been signed, 45 
a receipt or receipts for the amount or value of not less than Three 
pounds of Tithes paid by every such person respectively for the pre- 
ceding year, ending as aforesaid ; and at such vestry so assembled, all

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such proceedings shall and may be had in the execution of this Act, as 
are by this Act authorized to be had at any vestry on public notice, 
from the churchwardens of such parish. 



And be it further Enacted, That it shall be lawful for any Seven persons Seven

special vestry duly called in pursuance of this Act ( and at which special g^utfoITof 
vestry it shall be lawful for the incumbent, and churchwardens, if any, of this Act.

payment of Tithes ; and in case the number of votes given according to j“ the w hole. 
the proportions aforesaid, including the vote or votes of the chairman, One 
shall be equal upon any question, such chairman shall have One casting s 
25 vote for the decision of such question. 



Provided always, and be it Enacted, That if at any meeting of any such 
special vestry, in which seven persons or more, duly qualified, according 
to this Act, to vote at such vestry, together with the ecclesiastical 
incumbent of such parish, shall be present, it shall be agreed between 
30 such parishioners, and such incumbent, that no proceedings shall be had 
under this Act, such vestry shall forthwith adjourn sine die, and no 
further proceedings shall be had under this Act, without further orders 
and directions from the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief governor or 
governors of Ireland, for that purpose, pursuant to this Act ; and if at 
35 any meeting of such special vestry as aforesaid, such parishioners and 
such incumbent shall disagree as to whether proceedings shall or shall 
not be had under this Act, the vestry shall be adjourned from time to 
time, or sine die, as may be agreed upon at such vestry, subject to being 
re-assembled at any time within Three years, on application of the 
40 incumbent, or of any person entitled to Tithes, or any Five or more 
occupiers of land within such parish, pursuant to the provisions of this 
Act; and the ecclesiastical incumbent, or the churchwardens of such 
parish, if any, shall certify such result of the meeting of such special vestry, 
in writing under their hands, and signed with their names, to the office

commissioner by such incumbent as aforesaid, then and in such case, 
upon notice given and application made by such incumbent to the arch- 
bishop of the province in which the diocese of such bishop shall be 
situate, of such disapprobation of such bishop, of the two persons so 
successively named by such incumbent to be such commissioner, it shall 30 
be lawful for such archbishop to nominate and appoint a fit and proper 
person to be a commissioner to act in the execution of the purposes of 
this Act, on behalf of such incumbent, and of any other person, or 
body politic or corporate or collegiate, or corporation entitled to any

Which several oaths or affirmations any justice of the peace of any 
45 county in which the parish shall be situate, in which such commissioner 
shall be appointed to act, is hereby empowered to administer ; and every 
such oath or affirmation when so taken and subscribed, shall be lodged by

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such commissioner, in the registry of the bishop of the diocese in which 
such parish shall be situate ; and if any person shall presume to act as 
a commissioner, in the execution of this Act, without having taken and 
subscribed the oath or oaths or affirmation or affirmations required by this 
Act, every such person shall for every such offence forfeit and pay the 5 
sum of One hundred pounds to any person or persons who shall sue for 
the same, to be recovered by action of debt or on the case, in any of 
His Majesty’s Courts of Record at Dublin. 

And be it further Enacted, That if any commissioner appointed in pur- 
, suance of this Act, shall die, or shall neglect or refuse to act, or shall be- 10 
come incapable of acting in the execution of this Act, then and in every 
such case, a new commissioner shall be appointed for the execution of 
this Act, by the owners or occupiers of the land, or by the incumbent, or 
his successor, by whom or on whose behalf the commissioner so dying,

occupation of every such occupier, the amount of the whole composition,
